Appendix II. cjjoins and orchestras which were favourably leported on by the 
examiners in Practical Music, and which fulfilled the conditions laid 
down for the examination in that subject. This examination was 
held for the first time in 1904. 

A further sum of £80 was awarded as prizes at a special competition 
Appen IX I. choirs and orchestras held in Dubhn, 1st May, 1914. 
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NEW ACT. 

In August, 1914, an Act was passed “to amend the Law 
relating to Intermediate Education in Ireland and for other pur- 
poses connected therewith.” 


This Act deals with two matters : — 

First, it empowers the Lord Lieutenant to constitute a Regis- 
tration Council whose duty it shall be to frame, with the approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant, regulations for a register of the inter- 
mediate school teachers in Ireland. 


Secondly, it pirovides that “there shall be paid to the Board 
in each year out of moneys provided by Parliament a sum not 
exceeding forty thousand pounds, and an amount equivalent to 
the sum so paid (in this Act referred to as the Teachers’ Salaries 
Grant) shall be applied by the Board in manner provided by rules 
made by the Lord Lieutenant under this Act and approved by 
the Treasury. It is to be noted that in both cases where rules 
are to be made it is the Lord Lieutenant who is to make them, 
although in the one case the duty of keeping the Register of 
Teachers when made, and on the other the duty of distributing 
the forty thousand pounds provided, devolves on the Board. 


The_ Act, while empowering the Lord Lieutenant to constitute 
a Registration Council, provides that it is to consist o^ represen- 
tatives of — 

(a) the teaching profession in Ireland ; 

(h) the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland ; 

(c) the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
for Ireland ; and 

(d) such Universities and other bodies interested in education 
as ought, in the opinion of the Lord Lieutenant, to be 
represented thereon. 

As regards the distribution of the forty thousand pounds the 
Act lays down that “ The Lord Lieutenant may make rules for 
carrying this Act into effect, and in particular for the purpose of 
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prescribing, with the approval of the Treasury, the manner in 
which the Teachers’ Salaries Grant is to be applied.” (Sec. 3 

(D). 

The money was duly lodged to the credit of the Board in Sep- 
tember, 1914, and subsequently distributed in accordance with 
rules made by the Lord Lieutenant. 

The Board wish to point out that the two new Acts dealing 
with Intermediate Education, viz., those of 1913 and 1914, have 
very greatly increased the clerical work of the oltice and added to 
the duties and responsibilities of the existing staff.

The Bueke Memorial Prizes. 

A sum of money, subscribed in memory of tbe late Thomas Henry 
Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, was transferred 
by the^ Burke Memorial Committee, on 18th March, 1884, to the In- 
termediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to' administer 
in accordance with the following Rules— (the sum funded is £1 222 
18s. lid. Consols) : — 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying three 
Prizes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10 any surplus or 
deficiency to^ be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of 
the Commissioners, sufficient merit be not shown by the Candidates 
competing to justify the award of any or either of the Prizes, the 
amount of such Prize may be, at the discretion of the Board, withheld 
and added to the principal. 

II. No student shall be qualified to receive these Prizes except the 
children of persons who are, or have been, in receipt of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parliamentary Grants, 
Rates or Taxes, othra than members of the Naval or Military Services 
not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows that of £16 to the Buy 
whoni, at the annual^ Examination in the Junior Grade among Male 
Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next preceding 
Rule, the Board shall adjudge to be the best answerer ; One Prize of 
£10 to the Boy whom, in the same Grade at such Examination, the 
Board shall adjudge to be the next best ausw'erer ; and the other of 
£10 to the Girl whom, at such Examination in the same Grade, among 
Female Candidates qualified in the manner aforesaid, the Board shall 
adjudge to be the best answerer. 

IV. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in de- 
termining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third 
Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the trust 
from the yearly income.
